The suggestion that Victoria 
look into the” federal govern- 
ment’s home loan proposition an- 
nounced three years ago with a 
wiew to securing funds for dwell- 
ings-of a higher class than those 
proposed by Wartime Housing 
Ltd, is. advanced by J. Graham 
Johnson, architect, in a letter to 
the City Council 

The letter reads 

“So much has been accom- 
plished in the improvement of 
property in the city of Victoria 
during the last three or four 
years it would seem to be a pity 
to lay ourselves open to the pro 
tesf of public opinion, as has 
1appened in Vancouver, in what 
it calls ‘slum conditions’ created 
by the emergency measures of 
Wartime Housing Co 

“Three years ago 
appropriated by 
minion government for low 
rental buildings, and ef which 
sum, I believe very little compara- 
tively was used.. This money was 
to have been borrowed. by cities 
at a very low rate of interest and 
to have been backed by them. 
The conditions were not exacting 
as to type and were not intended 
for temporary structures. 

“If this fund is still available, 
I think the city would be well ad- 
vised to use it to keep control of 
house construction expansion in 
the city 

“We-do .not think the need for 
housing is as desperate in Vic- 
torila as it has been found in 
other districts where industrial 
plants have suddenly required 
large numbers of additional 
workers, but think the increas- 
ing demand for low rentals could 
be met qnite well with a city 
housing scheme on less drastic 
lines than the Wartime Housing 
method.”
